'in the House on March 14, aM in the Senate on March 15, 1902, and 
after second reading was referred to the Senate Committee on Pacific 
Islands and Porto Rico. Senators Mitchell, Foster and Burton of that 
committee visited this Territory, where they were known as the "Senaidri 
ial Cominission," and as a matter of duty under the reference mehtipned 
gave a series- of ;hearings to all parties interested in the Kohala water. 
Tlie biiU was reported back to &* Senate by Mr. Burton, with an amend- 
ment, on January 19 of this year. The amendment provided for com- 
pensation-^o the Territory in five-year periods at jnot less thah.i$2SOO a

James H. Glrvln Is preparing a Con- 


gressional bill admitting a limited num- 
ber of Chinese to Hawaii, for a lim- 
ited time and for a limited purpose. 
Following .is the argument which he 
will submit with it: 
' 


The objections ot many citizens of 


the United States to Chinese immUrra- 
tlon is well understood, esoeclaUy of 
residents of some of the States and 
Territories west of the Rocky moun- 
tains, yet in the face of these oWec- 
tions the writer, who believes in the 
fairness of Americans to listen :to rea- 
son, would'dare make a proposition for 
the enactment of a law aermitting a 
limited Chinese immigraUon to the 
Territory of Hawaii. As Cowrress has 
already made special legislation where- 
by the Chinese of the Territory are 
prohibited from going to the'mainland 
It has the same power to make special 
legislation permitting Chinese to come 
to Hawaii and rsuch coming could in 
nowise conflict with the laboring ele- 
ment on the mainland. 


The Territory of Hawaii has a locus 


and history .peculiar to Itself and dif- 
fers In every respect from that of the 
States and Territories carved out of 
the part of the Union west of the 
Mississippi. An isolated group of Isl- 
ands, 2000 miles remote from the main- 
land and lying wholly within the troD- 
ics, and one too in which the aboriginal 
inhabitants have .steadily diminished 
from the time of .its discovery by Capt 
Cook to 1776, it has indeed Its secullar 
necessities to regard to desirable popu- 
lation, to develop its. resources. 
'• 


In olden time, when the Islands were 


densely '.Inhabited and much land .was 
needed to supply foodstuffs and other 
necessities of .human life there was 
still much land which was valueless to 
the people to that It was marsh or salty 
soiL ^Gradually as the aborigines dlml- 
nlshed in number, more land was aban- 
doned. The introduction of cattle from 
the mainland, while opening a new In- 
dustry, .had the effect of killing off the 
forests, and destroytotr the natural 
rainfall, causing the area of Irrigated 
arable land to farther shrink. 


The whaling industry and the Cali- 


fornia excitement of '49 had -the dou- 
ble effect of taking off many of the 
male Hawallans and drawing the nop- 
ulation into centers. Thus, much of 
the land lay-- idle and the aboriginal 
population, through epidemics and oth-; 
er causes, had. fearfully diminished. 
In the;first two decades of the east 


I century a trade with -China had been 
1 established and a few; Chinese came 
on the returning Hawaiian vessels. 
These- recognized the adaptability of 
the climate and sou for rice culture and 
on reporting the conditions to their 
countrymen more followed. Finally, 
when- the sugar industry: suaersede3 
the whaling trade and gradually as- 
sumed such proportions that a suffi- 
ciency of native labor was not obtain- 
able the Chinaman volunteered to take 
his place, to the great advantage of 
those who bad Invested their caultal 
in sugar. In the meanwhile he had re- 
claimed much land from the sea, had 
converted 
marshy . land into rice 


patches, and had utilized much Of the 
abandoned taro land and "rendered all 
DTOductlve, and, rent and tax oroduc- 
ing. 
; 
OTHER IMMIGRANTS. 


Thus we find that the Chinaman bad 


been a very useful factor in maintain- 
ing and developing the resources of 
the country. He was not however the 
ideal immigrant to that no Chinaman 
ever left Cathay with the Intention of 
making his permanent home to a for- 
ielgn land, at least such a Chinaman 
would be a rara avis. 


To supply the place of the defunct 
aborigine, as political factors, it be- 
came necessary to look to other lands 
for recruits and the late Hawaiian 
government spent much money and 
solicitude in vain attempts to obtain 
true immigrants from many tiarts of 
the world. It is unnecessary to here 
recite the attempts to secure South Sea 
Islanders, 
Portuguese, 
Norwegians, 


Germans, negroes from the South, Por- 
to Ricans, etc. which have..craven 'as 
expensive as abortive. TO secure la- 
borers for the development of the coun- 
try it appeared equally difficult unto 
a treaty with Japan was established, 
the result of which proved the undoing 
of Hawaii. Owing to British laws, 
which prohibited the departing of Chi- 
nese from Hongkong or any* port, in 
China, within two hundred miles there- 
of, in British bottoms, under contract, 
laborers from China were unobtainable. 
Thus, the Japanese' began to flood the 
country in such numbers that It was 
feared they might attempt to convert 
Hawaii Into a colony of the empire.of 
Japan. At this time an arrangement 
was made whereby Chinese laborers 
might come, without contract, and as 
an offset over seven thousand China- 
men were Introduced. These how«ver 
were not Immigrants In one sense in 
that they were all males and w«r* nn- 
der agreement to depart to three years, 
whereas a proportion of the Japanese 
consisted of families.' This fear or 
Jealousy of the possible Intent of the 
Japanese was the prim* cause of the 
tender by the government of annex- 
ation of Hawaii to tbe United States 
and which tender was.ultimately ac- 
cepted. It was the determination of 
tbe Caucasian residents that if Hawaii 
must lose its independence tt should 
not become a vassal of any nation boT 
tbe one. America, which bad don* so 
much towards tfvftistftg, Christianis- 
ing and making HawaU one of tbe na- 
tions of the globe. Thus the attempt 
of tbe government to rcpopnlate tbe 
Island* wu the emus* of the loss of ber 
Independence, er rather ber gain to be- 
coming one of that great 
tamUv of 


States and Territorial denominated tlte 
United SU-tet of America.

constitute the brains of a State. All 
wealth Is from the soil and to devaloo- 
the resources ot Hawaii a suitable im- 
migration is as compulsory as the tan- > 
portatlon of agricultural tools or fer- 
tilizers. And this too. must be renew- 
able, as labor will wear out as do the 
latter. ."• . 


Immigration from Japan should not 


be encouraged for various reasons. 
Firstly/ that the influx of that people 
to the exclusion of others merely be- 
cause of the facility of obtaining- them, 
would- tend tp Japanize the country 
and from their well known character- 
istics it is believed their governing 
would require an expensive machinery 
and- their residence- would check the 
growth of the desired middle class of 
Caucasians. 
•

Secondly, they look on Hawaii as a 


stepping stone to the mainland, the 
Mecca of the Oriental • races, where 
sooner or later they are bound to clash 
with the laboring element of America. 
This last does not apply to the Chinese 
who would be confined to Hawaii and 
their •, labor would not conflict ' with •' 
that of the skilled Caucasian or Ha- 
waiian;;. on the contrary, the product 
of their labor would multiply opportu- 
nities for -the much to be desired bet- 
ter class of population. 
They have 


Keen popular factors to developing the 
resources of Hawaii and are not objec- 
tionable to either the Hawaiian or the 
Caucasian residents.. 
PROFITS OF CARRYING TRADE. 


Should permission be given to Import 


a limited number of Chinese laborers .it 
could be inserted in the law that they 
could only be carried to American bot- • 
tonm This would be another factor in 
building up the commercial navy of 
America. Supposing, for instance, that 
a -number 
limited to 
2500 durinar 


each three months be permitted, and1 
that is probably about the number the 
demand could absorb and that their 
residence 'should be restricted to three 
years. "In such event, to three years, 
we would have American vessels car- • 
tying twenty thousand back 'and forth - 
annually. To control Chinese tounlgrar 
tion and to confine such: immigrants 
to field work Is a vjery simple matter.
